An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay, 


Whereas it has been found that the 
provisions of Regulatiof XVI, 1827 of 
the Bombay Code, are insufficient to 
secure the efficient discharge of the duties of Heredi- 
tary Officers : 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Sections XVII and 
XVIII, of Regulation AVI, of 1827 of the Bombay 
Code, be resaiuded. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that all Hereditary 
Officers of whatever denomination, belonging to, or 
ermmployed in the management of the Land Revenue, or 
of the Customs or Town Duties, or Excise, or other 
Revenue, orin the Police, or in the Civil Administration 
of the country, shali render the usual services of their 
respective Otlices, as far as the same may be required 
by the Collector, or other Officer under whose control 
t or Or] be placed by usage or the orders of Govern. 
ment. : 


HiT. And it is hereby enscted, that when th 
duties of an Hereditary Office fallin more than pe 
rhs kab iat be tom ise the Governor in 

oure mbay to prescribe what Officer shall be

And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to whom

And it is hereby enacted. that if any Here- 
ditary Officer is incapable of personally discharging 
the duties ofhis or her office by reasog of sex, mino~ 
rity, mental or bodily infirmity, ,or manifest incapa- 
city, it shall be lawful for the H Hector or Controlling 
Officer to call upon him or het bor his or her Guar- 
dians to appoint a Deputy, subject to his approva), and 
on the party or parties falling toappoiot a At Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appointment shall be 
mado by the said Collector or Controlling Officer. 


Xf. And it is hereby cnacted, that all deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV. Regulation V, 
1883, of the Bombay Code, shall be subject to the 
same rules und penalties as the Principals,—and the 
wutun of the office shall also be liable to attachment 
and confiscation for misconduct of the Deputy, when 
appointed by the Hereditary Officer's in the same 
manner as it would be, if the Hereditary Officer him- 
self were the offender.

The following Draft of a proposed Act wae read in 
Council for the first time on the Ist of February, 


1842. 
Act No. —~ oF 1842. 


An Art for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay, 


Whereas it has been funnd that the 
Preamble, provisions of Regulation XVI, 1827 of 
‘ the Bombay Code, are insufficient to 
secure the efficient discharge of the duties uf Heredi- 
tary Officers: 

It is hereby enacted, that Sections XVII and 
XVIIL. of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the Bombay 
Code, be rescinded. 

If. And it is hereby enaeted, that all Hereditary 

Officers of whatever denomination. belonging to, or 
ewiployed in the management of the Land Revenne, or 
of the Customs or Town Duties, or Excise, or other 
Revenne, or in the Police, or ia the Civil Administration 
of the Hae h shall render the usual services of their 
rexpective Offices, as far aa the same may be required 
by the Collector, or other Offcer under whose control 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Govern- 
Taent. 
; JIE And tt is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Hereditary Office fallin more than one 
Department, it shall bo competent to the Governor In 
Council of Bombay to preseribe what OBieer shall be 
vested with the control of such Office. 


. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall he 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to whom 
the duties of an Hereditary Office are, as provided in 
Clause II,, to berendered, when the performance of 
thone duties is claimed in rotation by different sharers, 
to require that the sharers in the wutun shall no- 
minate a fit and proper person from among their num- 
ber, who shall hold the Office as the Representative 
of the family either during life, or for such term, not 
being jess in each instance than (five) 5 years, as the 
Collector or Contr olling Officer shall determine with 
the sanction of the Governor in Council, and in the 
event of the sharers not go nominating one or more, if 
required, of their number within a reasonable period 
to be fixed by the Collector or Controlling Officer, the 
latter shall himself exercise the power of selection, 
subject to the approval of the Governor in Couneil. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Controlling Officer to 
refuse to confirm the nomination by the sharers of any 
individual. if he ahall have reason to think, that from 
age or personal disqualification the duties of the 
Office will not be properly performed by him, or if 
from character and past conduct the person nomie 
nated be consiéered unwoithy of trust, provided that 
the grounds of such refusal shall be recagded in writ. 
ing and that an appeal from such decision shall lie 
to the Governor in Council, whose order thereon 
shall be final. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall have power to punish 
OfBciating Hereditary Officers for misconduct or 
neglect of duty by suspension from office, pay, and 
emolument, or by fine not exceeding tho computed 
official amolument of their offices for three months, 
and to levy the said fine in the mode authorized for 
realizing Revenue demands. 

VII. And it is hereby further enacted, that the 
Collector or Controlling Officer, in cases of miscon- 
duct or incompetency on the part of an Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, shall have power to disinizss such 
Officer from his employment, but no such dismissal 
shall take place, except on an investiga'ion recorded 
in writing, which ahall be submitted for the approval 
and sanction of the Governor in Council 

VIIT) «And itis hereby enacted, that, in conduct- 
ing the Investigation preseribed in the preceding 
Section, the Collector or Controlling Officer stall 
have the same authorily asa Magistrate in compeling 
the attendance of parties and witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of papers, and in taking evidence. 

IX. And it is hereby farther enacted, that, if 
fraud or malversation, or any criminal offence in the 
conduct of the duties of the Office is proved in a com- 
petent Court against an Officiating Hereditary 
Officer, it shall be lawful for the said Governor in 
Council, on the report of the Collector or Cons 
trolling Officer, to direct the attachmert and cone 
fiscation of the entire wutun, either wholly or in 
part, or for a term of years, and during such attach- 
ment and confiscation the duties of the office shall be 
performed, and the proceeds of the wutun disposed 
of, in such manner as the said Governor in Council 
may direct. 

X. And it ia hereby enacted, that no female shall 
perform in person the duties of any hereditary office. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted. that if any Here- 
ditary Officer is incapable of personally discharging 
the duties ofhis or her office by reason of sex, mino- 
rity, mental of bodily infirmity, or manifest incapa- 
city, it ehall he lawful for the Collector or Controlling 
Olticer to call upon him or her, or his or her Guar. 
diana to appoint a Deputy, subject to his approval, and 
on the party or parties failing toappoiot a fit Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appoiutment shall be 
made by the said Collector or Controlling Officer. 

AML. And it is herchy enacted, that all deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV Ragalation Y, 
1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be. subject to the 
same rules and penalties es the Principals,—and the 
wutun of the office shall also be liable to attachment 
and conflacation for misconduct of the Deputy. when 
appointed by the Hereditary Officer’s in the same 
manner as it would he, if the Hereditary Officer bim- 
self were the offender. 


XW1. And it ia hereby enaeted, that nothing con. 
tained in this Act shall be conatrued to debar the 
right uf any sharer to participate ie the rente and 
profits of any Hereditary Office so held and filled ag 
ine provided, after provision shall have been made 
therefrom for the fit maintenance of the Oftuisting

Acr No. or 1842, 


An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombuy. 


Whereas it has been found that the 
provisions of Regulation XVI, 1827 of 
the Bombay Code, are insufficient ta 
secure the effiviont discharge of the duties of Heredi- 
tary Officers: 

1 Itis hereby enacted, that Sections XVII and 
AVIIT. of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the Bombay 
Code, be*reacinded. 

Il. And it js hereby enacted, that all Hereditary 
Officers of whatever denomination belonging to, or 
employed in the management of the Land Revenue, or 
of the Customs or Town Duties, or Excise, or other 
Revenue, or in the Police, or in the Civil Adminixtration 
of the country, shall render the usual services: their 
respective Oilices, ad far as the same may be { equired 
by the Collector, or other Officer under whose eontrol 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Govern- 
men 
IIT. And it is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Hereditary Ofice fallin more than one 
Department, it shall be cumpetent to the Governor in 
Council of Bombay to presvorite what Officer shall be 
vested with the control of sue Olice, 





Preamble, 


IV. And it fs hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to whou 
the duties of an Hereditary Otfice are, as provided in 
Clause II., to berandered, when the performance of 
those duties is claimed in rotation by difforent sharers, 
to require that the sharers in the wutan shall no 
minate a fit and proper person from among their num- 
her, who shall bold the Office a3 the Represcutative 
of the family either during lif, ar for auch term, ne, 
being less in each instance than (five) 5 years, as the 
Colleetor or Controlling Officer shall determine with 
the sanction of the Governor in Council, and in the 
event of tho sharers not so nominating one or more, if 
required of their number within a reasonable period 
ty be fixed by tho Collector or Controlling Officer, the 
latter shall hiaself eserciae the power of selection, 
subject to the approval of the Gevernor in Council, 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Controlling Othecer ta 
Tefnse to confirm the nomination by the sharers of any 
individual if hé shall have reason to think, that from 
age or personal disqualification the duties of the 
Olfice will not he properly performed by him, or if 
from character and past conduct the person nomie 
nated be corfsidared unworthy of trust, provided that 
the grounds of such refusal shall be recorded in writ- 
ing and that an appeal from such decision shall le 
to the Governor in Council, whose order thereon 
shall be final] 

VI And it ia hereby enacted, that the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall have power to puoish 
Officiating Hereditary Officers for misconduct or 
neglect of duty by suspension from office, pay, and 
emolument, or by fine not exceeding the computed 
official emolument of their othees fur three months, 
and to jevy the said fine in the mode authorized for 
realizing Revenue demands, 

Vit And it is hereby further enacted, that the 
Collector o Controlling Officer, in casea of miscon- 
duct or ieompetency on the part of an Officiating 
Hereditary Officer, shall have power to dismiss such 
Officer fiom his employment, but no such dismissal 
shall take place, except on an investigation recorded 
in writing, which shall be submitted for the approval 
and sanction of the Governor in Council 

VIIL  Anditis hereby enacted, that, in conduet- 
ing the investigation preserited in the preceding 
Section, the Cullector or Controlling Officer shall 
have the same anthority as a Magistrate in compelling 
the attendance of parties and witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of papers, and in taking evidence, 

IX. And it ia hereby further enacted, that, if 
fraud or malversstion, or any criminal offence in the 
conduct of the duties of the Ofhee is proved in a cone 
petent Court agains¢ an Offiisting Hereditary 
Officer, it shell be lawfal for the said Governor in 
Council, on the report of the Collectot or Cain 
trolling Officer, to direct the attachme:t and cu,,. 
fiscation of the entire wutun, either wholly or in 
part, or fur a term of years, and during such attach. 
ment and confiscation the duties of the office shall be 
performed, and the proceeda of the wutun disposed 
of, in such manner as the said Governor in Council 
may direct. 

X. And itis hereby enacted, that no female shall 
perform in person the duties of any hereditary office. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Here- 
ditary Officer is incapible of personally discharging 
the duties of his or her office by reason of sex, mino- 
rity, mental or bodily infirmity, or manifest incapa- 
city, it shall be lawful for the Collector or Controlling 
Officer to call upon him or her, or his or her Guar- 
dians to appotat a Deputy, subject to his approval, and 
on the party or parties failing to appoint a fit Deputy 
within a reasonable period, the appointment shall be 
made by the said Collector or Controjling Officer. 

XII. And it. is hereby enacted, that all deputies 
appointed to perform the Duties of Hereditary Offices 
under this Act, and under Section IV. Regulation V, 
1839, of the Bambay Code, shall be subject to the 
same rules and penalties as the Principals,—and the 
wattin of the office shall also he liable to attachment 
and canfiavation for misconduct of the Deputy, when 
appointed by the Flereditary Officer’s in the same 
manner aa it would be, if the Hereditary Officer him- 
self were the offender. 


AUT. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing eon- 
tained in this Act shall be construed to debar the 
right of any shuror to participate in the renta and 
profits of any Hereditary Office so held and filled as 
above provided, after pravision shall have been sade 
therefrom for the fit maintenance of the Officlatiig 


t 
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editary Officer, for which purpose it shall be com- 
ae the Collector or Controlling Officer lo fix 
and assign a specific portion of such rents and emo- 
uments, leaving the remainder only, subject to the 
claime of the other sharers—and further that the por- 
tion ofthe renta and emolnments so fixed and aseigned 
shall be the official remuneration of the Offciating 
Ilereditary Officer, and shall not be liable to Civil pro- 
cess of any Court of Law. 
XIV. “Anditis hereby enacted, that whenever it 
may be necessary, as above provided, that the Col- 
lector or Controlling Officer shall appoint a Deputy to 
conduet the duties of an Hereditary Office, it shall be 
Jawful fur bim to assign to such Deputy a fit remune- 
ration from the rents and profits of the said Office. 


XV. And it is herehy enacted, that tho terms 
Hereditary District ar Village Office or Officers” 
or “ Hereditary Distriet or Village Revenue Office or 
Officers’? used in Kegulation AVE 1827 and Regu- 
Jation V 1833. ofthe Bombay Code, shall be held to 
apply to all descriptions of Hereditary Olffices and 
Officers.

The following Commercial Treaty, concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and Persia, is published for gene-~ 
ral information, by order of the Right Honorable the 
Governor General of India in Council: 


_ PREAMBLE. 


Whereas by the benign favour of the one Almighty 
God whose bounties are infinite from the day on which 
the treaty of friendship and attachment was concluded 
between the glorious States of Great Britain and Per- 
sia, the renowned and just Sovereigns of the two ever 
lasting States have day by day, and at all times, a 
tended to and observed the whole of its articles and 
stipulations, and have caused the subjects of both 
Governments to enjoy all its benefits and advantages 
except the Treaty of Commerce, which in the Pream- 
ble of the Treaty of the year one thousand eight hun 
dred and furrteen, the two Governments engaged to 
conclude, and which up to this time, for certain rea- 
sons, has been postponed and left unfinished, there- 
fore in this fortunate yoar, that all the stipulations of 
the auspicious Treaty may be fulfilled, His Majesty 
the Shah of Persia has appointed His Excelienr 
Hajee Meerja Abul Hussen Khan, His Majesty's 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to be His sole 
Plenipotentiary, and Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and Sovereign of Lodia, has ap- 
appointed Sir John MoNeill, Knight Grand Cross of 
the Mort Honorable Order of the Bath, H, M.'s 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Court of Persia, to be Her sole Plenipotentiary, 
and the ssid Plenipotentiaries having concluded 8 
Commercial Treaty in these two Articles, have an- 
nexed and united it to the i ape Treaty, that by the 
aid of God it may henceforth be peated between the 
two Governments, and be a source of advantage to the

ARTICLE 1, 


The Merchants of the two mighty States sre racipro- 
cally permitted and allowed to terry into each other's 
Territories their Goods and Manufactures gf every de- 


.omeription, and to sel] or exchange them in any ier of 


their respective countries, and on the Goods which they 
loiport or export Custom duties shall be levied, that is 
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tosay. on entering the Country the same amount of 
Custom duties shall be levied once for all that is levied 
on Merchandize imported by the Merchants of the 
most favoured European Nations, and at the time of 
going ont of the Country, the same amount of Custom 
duties, which is levied on the Merchandize of Mer- 
chants of the most favored European Nations, shall 
be levied froin the Merchants subjects of the High 
Contracting Parties, and except this no claim shall be 
made upon the Merchants of the two Stater in each 
of? ns dominions, on avy pretext, or under any deno- 
mination, and the Merchants or persons connected 
with or dependent upon the high contracting parties 
in each other’s dominions mutually shall recsive the 
same aid and support, and the same respect which is 
received by the subjects of the most favored Nations. 


ARTICLE &. 


As ft is necessary for the purpose of attending to the 
affairs of the Morchants of the two parties rezpec- 
tively, that from both Gavernments Commercial 
Agents should be appointed to reside in stated places, 
it 18 therefore arranged that two Commercial Agents 
on the part of the British Government shall reside, 
one in the Capita} and one in Tabreez, and in 
those places only, and on this condition that he who 
shall reside at ‘J'abreez, and he alone shall be honored 
with the privileges of Consul General ; and as for a 
series of years a Resident of the British Government 
has resided at Bushire, the Persian Government grants 
permission that the said Resident shall reside there as 
heretofore, and in like manner two Commercial Agents 
shall reside on the part of the Persian Government, 
one in the Capital of London, and ono in the purt of 
Bombay, and shall enjoy the same rank and privileges, 
which the Commercial Agents of the British Govern- 
ment shall enjoy in Persia, 

This Commercial Tresty we, the Plenipotentiaries 
of the High Contracting Parties have agreed to, and 
in witness thereof have set thereunto our hands and 
seals at the Capital City of Tehran, this Twenty- 
eighth day of October, in the year of our Lord One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-one, correspond- 
ing to the Twelfth day ofthe month Ramazan, in the 
year of the Hejeira 1257.
